The College Question. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : 
T h e editorial in 
your issue of the 17th, calls to mind 
forcibly the advantages of the right 
kind of educational facilities in build­ 
ing up 
any community. 
Over a 
year since, 
tlie 
writer originated 
and 
gave 
publicity 
here 
to 
a 
plan 
for 
the 
founding 
of 
a 
college iu Los Angeles, 
No one can 
feel deeper the vital necessity of thor­ 
ough educational institutiors in tl)i.s 
portion of the Pacific Coast than the 
writer, and every energy lias been bent 
toward the establishment of such an 
one. 
Tt is now admitted that education, to 
l»e effective as a preventive of the 
ills of the “ body politic,” should not 
only teach classical lore, blit that kind 
of practical every-day and work-a-day 
common sense that serves best its pos­ 
sessor. 
To establish a college on an enduring 
basis and make the benefits so palpa­ 
ble that none could fail to see them, it 
was thought best to obtain as large a 
tract of land as could be conveniently 
procured within a reasonable distance 
of the pueblo, and at an altitude that 
should insure a pure and healthy at­ 
mosphere, together with a plentiful 
supply of perfectly wholesome water. 
Some months were occupied in a care­ 
ful survey of this and adjacent coun­ 
ties, to find the best location, irre­ 
spective of any private interests what­ 
ever. The ground selected as best 
suited to the wants of the institute are 
as near to the city as it is possible to 
obtain sufficient area, with water for 
irrigating, culinary and sanitary, pur­ 
poses, and comprises a tract of over 
three thousand acres of land suited to 
the growtli of wheat (only a small part 
of the land in this county is adapted 
to wheat), and fruit of all kinds, espe­ 
cially the orange. 
The laud, with water sufficient to ir­ 
rigate the whole—delivered on the 
ground in pipes, under from 200 to 400 
feet pressure, so as to he useful for 
f 
>ower as well as other purposes, can be 
mil at a cost not to exceed 835,000, and 
$15,000 it is estimated will be required 
for suitable buildings to commence 
operations. 
W ith this outlay the in­ 
stitute can be placed in self-supporting 
order within two years of the com­ 
mencement of the work. 
Too many visionary people have 
heretofore allowed themselves to be 
carried away with the idea that edu­ 
cation was a sort of ornamental appen­ 
dage, to ue sported as Sunday apparel 
or Jewelry, on especial occasions, blit 
of little or no use in everyday life. The 
great public are learning that another 
sort of meaning is possible to the 
term ; and that the useful industries 
arc a perfectly proper and essential 
component in any thorough educa­ 
tional establishment; thus we have 
had the Oberlin University, the Cor­ 
nell, and many agricultural and in­ 
dustrial colleges, founded from time 
to time, all of which have paved the 
way and made the Southern Califor­ 
nia Sanitary Hotel and Industrial 
College a necessity of the age. 
By the arrangement of a series of 
endowments and the reservation of 
the alternate lots, to be sold when the 
improvements shall have appreciated 
the value to many fold their present 
cost, a fund can be created that would 
be the true representative of capital 
and labor combined, giving the best 
possible “ credit fercier.” 
The whole world is looking toward 
Southern California as a place of resort 
for health and permanent residence, 
and not a small proportion of the at­ 
tention drawn to this section is attrib­ 
utable to the earnest, faithful labor, 
and money expended by the writer in 
the East and Europe to show the ad­ 
vantages of our soil and clim ate over 
any known poition of the earth’s sur­ 
face. 
It is but natural to anyone looking 
about for a desirable place to educate 
their children, or to spend their even­ 
ing of life, to choose the most salu­ 
brious climate, all other advantages 
being equal; so that it is quite possible 
by carrying out the plans we have per­ 
fected after years of study, to give the 
conditions of 
superiority in every 
point of view.

Why should an 


intelligent, honest journalist seek to 
delude his readers 
? 
Does.a journalist 


who sets forth such a palpable untruth 
possess 
the latter quality ? 
We are all 


taxed under one 
law. 
Why are we 


not taxed alike ? Is it the fault of the 
rich men, or is it the fault of those 
whose 
business 
it is to execute 
the 


law ? If the Assessors 
and Collectors 


do their whole duty, a rich 
man can- 


not avoid paying 
his ratio of taxes. 


We assume that the average rich man 
willnot strain his conscience farther to 
avoid paying his taxes 
than will the 


editor of the Post. 
We do not suppose 


all the virtue in the world is confined 
to men worth five thousand 
dollars 


and 
less. 
If the officers are honest, 


property, whether 
owned by the rich 


or the poor, will be fairlyassessed. 
It 


is the business of the people to see that 
assessments 
are justly made and each 


one required 
to bear 
his ratio of the 


taxation. 
The Grangers 
are moving 


in the right 
diiection. 
In place 
of 


whimpering about rich men and what 
rich men do and do not do, they have 
adopted the plan of appointing a com- 
mittee 
of men 
well 
posted 
on 
the 


value of property, to attend the meet- 
ings of the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion and assist in getting at the value 
of the property to be assessed. 
These 


Committees 
are of great assistance 
to 


the 
Boards, 
They 
detnaud 
nothing 


but what is just, and neither the Board 
nor the owners 
of property 
refuse to 


comply with their demand. 
The value 


of property of all kinds in cities may 
be reached 
in the same 
way. 
There 


may always be found persons who are 
able to approximate 
the value of a 


rich man's personal and real property, 
even if he should seek to evade a fair 
assessment 
himself. 
After all is said 


and done, we come 
back 
to the orig- 


inal proposition 
that it is the officers 


and not the property-owners 
who are 


responsible for inequality of taxation. 
If we elect honest and capable officers, 
the rich man and 
the poor man will 


be assessed 
alike and pay taxes in the 


proportionate ratio lo the amount of 
taxable property they own.

Valley Union, 


edited by a temperance 
man who,when 


adeep, 
does not know the difference 


between 
lager beer and fifteen-dollar 


brandy, 
with 
the unqualified 
asser- 


tion that, in a 
township of Nevada 


county, which a few weeks ago voted 
no license, whisky is so plenty that it 
is next to impossible 
to find a sober 


man. 
Now what 
are we to do about 


this? 
These story-telling newspapers 


have made trouble. 
If Local 
Option 


increases 
the consumption 
of whisky, 


why should 
they 
tell us that Local 


Option has 
so reduced 
the 
consump- 


tion of whisky 
that distillers 
only 


manufacture half as much as former- 
ly ? 
This thing ought to be looked 


into. 
An investigation should be or- 


derel. 
If Local Option makes every- 


body drunk on half their former 
al- 


lowance of whisky, why, the law has 
failed in its purpose 
and must be re- 


pealed. 
It all comes from those story- 


tailing newspapers. 


The 
German 
Turners, 
of 
which 


there are about 2,000 inSan Francisco, 
and between 
4,000 and 
5,000 in the 


State, are almost to a man opposed to 
Local Option. 
They have entered the 


field against 
no license, 
and 
as they 


act in concert 
their influence will be 


felt in the fight soon 
to come off in 


San Francisco.

one in Sacramento,

tenced to be hanged 
since the passage 


of the law making itoptional with the

Good Advice. 


In New York the men who make a 


business of inciting laborers to strikes 
have notified their longtime victims 
that this is not a good year for the bus- 
iness and requested 
a cessation of the 


expensive 
pastime 
for 
the 
present. 


This is good advice, 
and 
would have 


been still better had the postponement 
been 
indefinite. 
The 
action 
of the 


New York agitators 
commends 
itself 


to the San Francisco Post 
and several 


other papers on this coast that are con- 
stantly 
filling their 
columns 
with 


Utopian 
nonsense 
designed 
to bring 


about 
a conflict between 
the laborer 


and his employer. 
This is not a good 


year for strikers, and, in fact, there are 
but few years 
that are good for those 


people. 
We cannot 
now recall a sin- 


gle instance where a strike on the Pa- 
citic coast resulted in permanent 
good 


to the laboring man. 
There have been 


temporary gains, but they were always 
followed by permanent 
loss. 
In New 


York thousands 
of families have been 


reduced 
to 
penury 
and 
suffering 


through the evil counsel of those who 
advised the laboring man to strike for 
a reduction of the hours of labor. 
Tho 


same unfortunate 
result will follow a 


like proceeding 
in San 
Francisco, 
or 


anywhere else in this State. 
Men who 


support their families 
by daily labor 


are 
not necessarily 
fools 
and idiots. 


The great majority of them are intelli- 
gent persons, 
who ought to think for 


themselves 
and act for themselves. 


When they do this, they are generally 
safe. 
They 
are 
content 
to let well 


enough alone and accept their employ- 
er's statement 
as to whether they can 


or cannot afford to increase 
wages or 


reduce the hours of labor. 
But when 


they commence 
listening to and act- 


ing upon the wild, impractical sugges- 
tions of newspaper 
editors 
about 
op- 


pression 
of monopolies and the aggres- 


sion of capital, 
they 
are 
following 


blind and, in many instances, 
unpeo- 


pled leaders, who care not who suffers 
so long as 
they are 
enabled to get 


themselves 
before 
the public as the 


prime 
movers 
in 
so-called 
reform 


movements. 
Laboring 
men will do 


well to study 
carefully the motives 


and purposes of those who are always 
Urging strikes and constantly inveigh- 
ing against capital. 
They willdo well 


to study their own interests 
before 


listening to those who urge 
them to 


acts which are certain to deprive their 
wives and children of those comforts of 
life which only the strong arm of the 
husband 
and 
father 
can 
procure. 


Strikes are dangerous 
and demoraliz- 


ing to the laboring man. 


Wheat 
and 
Tonnage. 


Harvesting has already commenced 


in the San 
Joaquin Valley, and 
the 


new wheat is beginning 
to arrive at 


San Francisco. 
The question 
of ton- 


nage is the absorbing 
theme among 


our heavy dealers and those 
purchas- 


ing for tbe European 
markets. 
The 


capacity of vessels 
under 
charter 
to 


load in San Francisco Bay during July 
does not exceed 
12,000 tons, while the 


disengaged 
tonnage in port 
does 
not 


exceed 
one-half or two-thirds 
that 


amount. 
The lowest rates 
to Liver- 


pool which the owners of ships mani- 
fest a disposition 
to accept 
is 
£4. 


They are 
not anxious 
to engage 
£»t 


that figure, and a number have refused 
to charter even at that rate. 
The ton- 


nage in port and to arrive within the 
next sixty days willnot begin to move 
that portion of this year's crop which 
will be exported, 
and 
tbe rates 
now 


offered are probably 
lower than 
will 


be offered until tlie bulk of the crop is 
afloat. 
It is safe to estimate 
that a 


large proportion of the crop we shall 
export, will be sent off at £5 or more 
per ton. 
Last year 
a 
monopoly 
of 


tonnage was attempted 
by the heavy 


operators 
of San Francisco, 
but 
the 


farmers held back their grain until 
ship owners found lying in tbe bay an 
unprofitable business, 
and the tonnage 


ring was broken. 
This year, however, 


the quantity of wheat 
is so 
much 


greater that we doubt if the same line 
ofpolicy willbring about a result sim- 
ilar to that which followed the exper- 
iment of last season. 
There is another 


feature which augurs illfor the Cali- 
fornia wheat producer, and that is the 
indication of a fair wheat 
crop in 


Europe. 
The high rate 
of 
tonnage 


and 
the abundant 
crop iv the East 


and Europe imply that the California 
farmer will have 
to part with 
his 


wheat this year at prices below the 
average. 
In fact, we anticipate 
that 


wheat will be sold very 
low within 


the next three months. 
The farmers 


may, however, 
save 
themselves 
by 


parting with as little of their crop 
as 


possible. 
But few are compelled 
to 


force their entire yield into the 
mar- 


ket.
